In preparing to respond to your letter of January 21st, 
concerning your report to the President on the location of 
radio broadcasting facilities abroad, I have been told 
that the appendices to your memorandum contain serious 
omissions and debatable interpretations, which affect the 
findings and conclusions in the nemo random to the President. 

I would suggest that the paper be submitted to the 
Radio Policy Committee, of which State Department is chair- 
man, for its review and recffiaoendations . Ibis committee 
has been dealing quite successfully with U.S. international 
broadcasting problems, of which transmitter location ques- 
tions are a part. I believe this committee’ s advice would 
be most helpful.
